Operation clamps down on illegal drivers 


TWELVE vehicles were confiscated from 
motorists driving illegally during a police 
operation last Tuesday. 

Operation Cubo also resulted in four fixed 
penalty notices being issued for driving 
offences, one cannabis warning and one arrest. 

Officers from Haringey’s safer transport team 
and neighbourhood policing teams carried out a 
series of operations, including roadside check 
points, as well as offering tips on safe driving 


and how to avoid becoming a victim of 
vehicle crime. 

Five vehicles were seized at the checkpoint 
in Bounds Green Road, Wood Green, three in 
Tottenham High Road, and a further four in 
Ferry Lane, Tottenham. 

A 19-year-old man was arrested on suspicion 
with intent to supply Class A drugs after 
25 wraps of what police called “a suspicious 
substance” were found in his uninsured car. 


Chief Inspector Mark Long said: “Many 
uninsured drivers have a criminal record and 
use their car to help carry out other crimes. 

“We will continue to carry out operations to 
deny criminals the use of the roads, making it 
much harder for them to commit crime. 

“We’re also helping to make the roads safer, 
because uninsured drivers are more likely 
to have collisions and less likely to have 
roadworthy vehicles.”

HARINGEY is to get £3.5million to deliver 15 
hours per week of free early years education to 
the poorest two-year-olds by 2014. 

The government is ensuring that the poorest 
20 per cent of two-year olds are able to receive 
early education from September 2013, which 
means nearly 900 children in Haringey will 
benefit. This will rise to include the poorest 40 
per cent by 2014. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg also 
announced in the autumn that £100million 
would be spent across the country on schemes 
such as converting buildings into nurseries. 

This will deliver another £736,659 to the 


borough. The funding has been welcomed by 
Hornsey and Wood Green MP Lynne Feather- 
stone, who believes it will help bridge the gap in 
education between the wealthy and the poor.

NHS trust bosses on the move 


Chief executive quits Barnet and Chase Farm after only 18 months in job... 


By Koos Couvee 

STAFF at Chase Farm have been left 
feeling “insecure” after the hospital’s 
chief executive resigned on Friday after 
only 18 months in the job. 

The departure of Mark Easton from 
the top job at Barnet and Chase Farm 
Hospitals NHS Trust is shrouded in 
mystery and comes as plans to merge 
with the Royal Free in Hampstead have 
been submitted to NHS London. 

Critics have said the hospital, which is 
undergoing a huge reorganisation 
programme, needs more stability or 
patient care could suffer. 

Chase Farm is due to lose its 24-hour 
accident and emergency department 


next year, with the maternity unit sched¬ 
uled to follow suit some time after. 

Mr Easton’s move comes just days 
after the trust, based in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, announced it was axeing 150 
administrative jobs in a bid to cut costs. 

And unions say staff morale has been 
affected by the changes. 

Mr Easton, right, who was previously 
chief executive at the Brent and Harrow 
primary care trusts, and interim director 
of strategy at NHS London, is being 
replaced by Mary Joseet, director of 
planning, performance and partnership, 
who will act as CEO until the alternative 
arrangements are made. 

A spokeswoman for the Royal College 
of Nursing, which represents the 


hospital’s nurses, said: “With the 
implementation of the Barnet, 

Enfield and Haringey Clinical 
Strategy, the proposed acquisi¬ 
tion by the Royal Free and the 
challenging cost improvement 
programme, staff are feeling 
very insecure at the moment and 
this has had a negative impact 
on morale.” 

Alev Cazimoglu, chairwoman of 
Enfield Council’s health and wellbeing 
scrutiny panel, added: “This constant 
change is not good for Chase Farm, but 
perhaps we can take this opportunity to 
get a CEO who will support keeping 
our A&E so that we can have a local 
hospital providing the care that the 




people of Enfield need.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
hospital said: “As the business 
case for capital works at 
Barnet and Chase Farm 
hospitals has been produced 
and the strategic outline case 
for the transaction with the 
Royal Free London NHS 
Foundation Trust has been 
submitted, Mark Easton has agreed 
that it is an appropriate time for him to 
step down. 

“If the strategic outline case for the 
merger with the Royal Free is approved 
by NHS London, the trust’s management 
will be submitting a detailed business 
case in spring 2013.”

THE shock cash mobs that have swept the borough in 
recent weeks will end with a bang tomorrow when 
campaigners swoop on five shops. 

The phenomenon, which has seen groups of shop¬ 
pers descending on independent shops over the past 
two months, is the brainchild of Enfield entrepreneur 
Karen Mercer, who has been on a crusade to bring

Ably assisted by five fellow shoppers, Karen is 
hoping scores of people will flash their cash in five 
different shops in Winchmore Hill at exactly the same 
time, armed with nothing more than the purchasing 
power of their £10 notes. 

Revealing her excitement at the latest twist in 
the cash mob tale, the businesswoman, who runs 
My Coffee Stop on platform 1 of Enfield Chase 
railway station, told the Advertiser: “It boosts the 
local economy. 

“Every pound that you spend locally is more likely 
to be spent in another local shop. 

“It also boosts the morale of the people who work 
in the shops and shopkeepers can see the power of 
social media - they can harness that power rather than 
being afraid of it.”

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Waiting game: The treetop adventure course in Trent Park 

Go Ape! in limbo 
after planning 
verdict deferred 


By Ruth McKee 

THE future of Go Ape! treetop adventure course 
in Trent Park has been left hanging in the 
balance yet again after the council delayed a 
vital planning decision until next month. 

Enfield Council’s planning committee was due 
to decide whether to grant permission to develop 
the site - an issue which has divided park users 
since its launch last spring - once and for all on 
Monday night. 

The Go Ape! company is seeking retrospective 
planning permission because of errors with the 
first application. 

But after pressure from campaign groups 
concerned about flaws in the public consultation 
process the decision was put off until next month. 

According to Christine Callaghan, who 
opposes the scheme, the council was forced into 
the delay after the campaigners said important 
mistakes had been made - and as a result the 
public consultation period was extended. 

“We keep pointing out to the council that, as 
regards informing the public about planning 
consultation, they keep doing it wrong,” Miss 
Callaghan told the Advertiser. 

“Even planning notices - the council hadn’t put 
them up properly.”. 

She was adamant that the delays were down to 
the lack of proper consultation on the part of the 
council and the irregularities only came to light 


after pressure from eagle-eyed campaigners. 

“But really, it’s not for us to police what the 
council does,” she added. 

Ben Davies, business development manager of 
Go Ape!, admitted he thought the waiting would 
be over by now - but stressed that he welcomed 
the opportunity to make sure the process was 
completed correctly. 

“We support the council, they have got to get it 
right,” he said. “We support them in making sure 
everybody is properly consulted. 

Mr Davies denied that the constant delays, 
demands and controversies had deterred the 
company from operating in Trent Park. 

“We are committed to Trent Park and we 
are committed to making it the best park it 
can be,” he added. 

“We have created jobs there and the customer 
feedback we’ve had has been fantastic.” 

A council spokeswoman told the Advertiser: 
“The planning application is currently subject to 
a consultation exercise and therefore there was 
no intention to report the application to 
November committee as all representations have 
yet to be received. 

“It is anticipated that the application will 
be reported to the December 18 planning 
committee meeting.” 

A decision on judicial review into whether the 
initial application should be allowed to stand will 
be reached next month.

PLANS to build an accessible walking 
and cycling track through some of 
Enfield’s parks have met with fury 
among some residents. 

Campaigners say the meadow in Forty 
Hill Park, Enfield, will be damaged if the 
London Greenways network is allowed 
to go ahead. 

As the Advertiser reported earlier this 
month, the plan to build the cycle route, 
which is aimed at encouraging 
Londoners to get active in the wake of 
the 2012 Olympics and Paralympics, has 
already angered users of Hilly Fields in 
the north of the borough. 

The Greenway is intended to open up 
access to parks throughout the capital 
and will be made of a stable surface 
known as Hoggin, a compacted mix of 
gravel, clay and sand. 

It is considered ideal for cyclists, 
walkers and wheelchair users. 

The path is due go through parkland 
around Forty Hall, in Bulls Cross, but 
campaigners say the Hoggin material 
will damage the biodiversity and health 
of the land as not enough water or light 
will be able to penetrate the soil. 

They claim that trees and rare plants 
will die from a lack of vital nutrients as 
a result. 

One of the campaigners, Jill Simpson, 
told the Advertiser: “The Greenway has 
been given the go-ahead regardless of 


local opposition - the council has been 
determined to put this through. 

“But it will have a detrimental effect 
on mature trees because it is so thick 
with compressed layers. It will almost be 
like concrete. 

“If water doesn’t get through the path 
and saturate the roots of the trees, they 
die - simple as that.” 

The campaigners are also angry there 
has not been enough public consultation 
carried out about the temporary road 
needed to construct the Greenway. 

Enfield Council has refuted the 
allegation that the material will 


jeopardise the health of the park. 

Cabinet member for the environment 
Chris Bond said: “Our Greenways are 
shared routes for pedestrians, cyclists 
and wheelchair users connecting people 
to woodlands, watercourses, parks and 
open spaces in a safe environment. 

“I’d like to reassure people that the 
new Greenway will be attractive and 
low-key and blend into the surroundings. 

“It will also improve access to the 
beautiful Hilly Fields park and enable 
more people, who cannot normally 
access these areas, to enjoy the beautiful 
scenery there.”

Youth jobs 
gets down 


By Koos Couvee 

DAVID Miliband attended a summit last week aimed at 
tackling youth unemployment in north London. 

The Labour MP and former Foreign Secretary was 
among a group of politicians who met for the North 
London Youth Jobs Summit, a scheme devised by Del 
Goddard, Enfield Council’s cabinet member for 
business and regeneration. 

Mr Miliband chaired a panel discussing ways of 
improving the employment prospects for those aged 
24 and under. 

In Enfield, the rate of unemployment for those 
aged 18 to 24 is 10.1 per cent, compared to 
6.9 per cent in London. 

Tottenham MP David Lammy, Chris 
—" * Robbins, the leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, and Jonathan Portes, an economist 
at the National Institute Of Economic and Social 
Research, joined Mr Goddard on the panel. 

The summit was held at Tottenham Town Hall on 
Thursday and was attended by employers and 
voluntary sector workers from across six north and 
east London boroughs. 

Mr Goddard said he wanted to pool ideas and 
resources in a bid to tackle a problem which is not 
confined to Enfield. 

He said: “Our experience in Enfield as well as the 
rest of north and east London is that despite a national 
improvement in employment, we have a situation in 
which young people are increasingly unable to find 
work, including those qualified young people leaving 
college and university. 

“This shouldn’t just be an Enfield initiative as 
people live and work in different boroughs. 

“We need a more locally coordinated and 
sub-regional approach in which we pool together 
resources, use of staff, grants and systems. 
Enfield gains from being part of this 
sub-regional arrangement.” 

Mr Miliband told the summit: “We have a 
serious problem with seven to eight per cent of 
young people who are permanently unemployed, 
both in times of boom and times of bust. 

“One of the things we need to improve is the 
transition from school to work for those who do 
not go to university.” 

Mr Goddard added: “The increasing casualisa- 
tion of labour means so many young people are 
going through a revolving door, stuck on zero- 
hour contracts without developing their skills. 

“This is a uniquely British problem. One of the 
things coming out of Europe is the emphasis on 
sustainable apprenticeships, which looks at

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quality and not just quantity, so that young 
people can move up and develop themselves.” 

Enfield, along with the Thurrock Council, in 
Essex, is part of JobTown, an EU initiative 
aimed at tackling youth unemployment through 
long-term apprenticeships. 

Alan Sitkin, chairman of Enfield’s environ¬ 
mental scrutiny panel, emphasised the role local 
government can play in job creation. 

“We don’t get enough any more in tax 
revenues for the state to create jobs, so you need 
the state to engage with the private sector,” he 
told the summit. 

“But most local authorities have a hands-off 
approach when it comes to dealing with the 
private sector. 

“We have inherited a situation of short-termist 


economic thinking, in which big companies 
make quick profits that are expatriated out of the 
borough, without any benefit to local people. 

“We are looking at ways in which, for 
instance, council procurement can force 
companies to invest more into employing the 
local workforce. 

“Initiatives like the Green Deal and the 
Decent Homes programme could be used to 
provide jobs for many more young people in 
the borough.” 

A large number of job opportunities are 
expected to open up in the borough in early 
2013 as council regeneration projects at the 
Alma estate in Ponders End and the 
Ladderswood Estate in New Southgate are 
nearing planning approval.

THE recession is eating high streets alive, while 
we flee en masse to out-of-town shopping centres 
with their ample parking and late opening. 

And we lament the passing of family-owned 
shops with a sigh but tell ourselves we could 
never had given that shop our custom - where 
would we park for a start?

Think of the future 

WITH ten per cent of Enfield’s young people 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance and the econ¬ 
omy showing no sign of improving, prospects 
for many youngsters are rather bleak. 

One is left wondering if career politicians 
like David Miliband, who went to Oxford and 
has never worked outside politics, know the 
reality of so many of our young Londoners 
stuck on zero-hour contracts, or without a job 
altogether. Are politicians willing to address 
the more fundamental problem? 

At last week’s summit, David Lammy rightly 
pointed to the industrial decline of the Lea 
Valley region ever since the Thatcher days. 

Britain has since turned into a services 
industry and has lost its manufacturing base, 
while allowing big companies to make huge 
profits without giving back to the community.

School expansion plans 
missed out information 


ENFIELD’S schools and educational 
service wishes to enlarge George 
Spicer Primary School, pictured. 

It has already taken over the 
Professional Development Centre, 
behind Sketty Road and Ladysmith 
Road, to provide reception classes. 

Now it has consulted on plans to 
build a full-scale school on land 
behind Sketty Road and Ladysmith 
Road. The plans were on show for a 
few hours at George Spicer and the 
Dugdale Centre. 

What they didn’t say is that the 
council is planning this site on 
Metropolitan Open Land, where 
there should be “a presumption 
against inappropriate development”. 

For some reason, the plans at the 
Dugdale Centre did not include the 
accompanying proposals concerning 
parking and rejigging of land use that 


would accompany the 
building of any 
school. 

They glibly said that 
there was “currently a 
range of users with 
access rights to the 
site which will be 
changed through the 
development”. 

What they did not 
say is that it is 
proposed to put a car park on 
allotments and open green space and 
replace the allotments with land from 
a garden which is home to a variety 
of trees which provide habitat for bats. 

The plans also said that “parents’ 
drop-off is to be formalised”. 

Sketty Road already experiences 
traffic problems in the mornings and 
afternoons with the existing school. 


What will that be like 
with two schools on the 
same road and many 
parents trying to drop their 
offspring off at one school, 
then the other? 

What the plans also do 
not say is the council is 
considering extending this 
congestion into Ladysmith 
Road by demolishing the 
gates to Enfield Playing 
Fields, increasing access to two 
lanes and installing a hard-surfaced 
public car park. 

I would urge the people who care 
about their green spaces to oppose 
these plans before Enfield’s children 
have no more green spaces left.

Vegetation works 
at station halted 


Residents unhappy about consultation letter

NETWORK Rail has had to halt works around 
Winchmore Hill railway station following 
complaints from residents. 

The rail operator informed people living near 
the station on Thursday November 15 about the 
work, including cutting down trees and foliage 
close to the overhead wires and the track. 

But residents got in touch with Enfield 
Southgate MP David Burrowes, complaining that 
the company’s letter was not clear about the exact 
details and location of the works and gave little 
notice as the work was scheduled to start the 
following Monday. 

Mr Burrowes spoke to senior managers at 
Network Rail on November 16 and called for a 
halt to the works. Later that day Mr Burrowes 
received an apology for the lack of consultation 
with residents. 

The Conservative MP said: “In Winchmore 
Hill and Grange Park there has been a history of 
broken promises by Network Rail. 

“This is the third time vegetation management 
works were done without proper consultation. 

“I have raised the issue in the Commons before 
and in meetings with ministers and senior 
officers at Network Rail, and received assurances 
they had learned their lessons. 

“We now know that the council had not been 
notified and that no impact assessment on trees 
around the site had been made. 

“Thankfully, senior managers at Network Rail 
responded promptly to my complaint and recog-

nise that my constituents need to be properly 
informed of the vegetation management works. 

“The bottom line is that we expect Network 
Rail to be a good neighbour.” 

A spokeswoman for Network Rail said: “The 
work we planned to do was cutting back and 
trimming vegetation to stop it coming into 
contact with the overhead wires. 

“As soon as we became aware that enough 
notice had not been given, we stopped the work. 
We are reviewing what happened to improve how 
we communicate with local people.” 

Plans for further vegetation works at 
Winchmore Hill station have been halted and are 
not expected to start until January next year.

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Campaigners slam Conservative 
MP over stance on gay marriage 


CAMPAIGNERS determined 
to stamp out homophobia have 
hit out at an Enfield MP’s 
stance on the issue of legalising 
gay marriage. 

Tim Fellows, from the 
Enfield Lesbian Gay Bisexual 
and Transgender network, has 
issued a rallying cry to residents 
to support the legalisation of 
gay marriage. 

In a pointed response to the 
news that Enfield Southgate MP 
David Burrowes is leading a 
revolt against Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s plans to 
introduce legislation legalising 
gay marriage, the civil rights 
campaigner told the Advertiser: 
“The fact remains that gay and 
lesbian couples are still treated 


differently. And having two 
separate institutions is segrega¬ 
tion at best and discrimination 
at worst.” 

But committed Christian Mr 
Burrowes maintains there is no 
need to redefine the institution 
of marriage. 

He told the Advertiser: “This 
debate is not about homosexu¬ 
ality, it is about the need to 
recognise that marriage is 
between a man and a woman.” 

The Conservative MP added 
that the 2004 legislation which 
allows same-sex unions 
was adequate. 

However, Mr Fellows said: 
“Marriage, unlike a civil 
partnership, is more than 
simply a legal contract and 


requires the exchange of vows 
and consummation of the 
relationship. 

“If this country truly believes 
in equality for all people - and 
not that some are more equal 
than others - then the only 
course of action is to allow all 
people to choose for themselves 
if they wish to enter into 
marriage or civil partnership 
regardless of the gender of the 
person they love.” 

The bill on legalising same- 
sex marriages is expected to 
be voted on before the end 
of the year - and even with 
more than 100 Conservatives 
vehemently opposed to the law 
change, the legislation is 
expected to be passed.

last week, judge Sir Christopher 
Clarke recommended that the firms 
team up with Sony, which is 
claiming for £60m of compensation, 
and Japanese insurance firms Mitsui 
Sumitomo and Tokio Marine Europe 
- and the judge approved a formal 
court order to merge the two cases. 

Ian Allen, owner of Clear Vision, 
said: “I think if a number oi 
companies come together, it does 
make a stronger a case. That said, I 
can’t say I am confident as I have 
no idea what is going to happen.” 

Lawrence Abramson, a solicitor 
representing the DVD companies, 
told the Advertiser: “The police 
served their defence in which they 
argued that what happened at the 
Sony warehouse did not amount to 
a riot. The claimants think that it is 
obvious that the damage to the 
warehouse was caused by riotous 
behaviour. I suppose the police are 
persisting with their defence as 
there is a lot of money at stake.” 

According to the police, they are 
rejecting the claims on the grounds 
that they do not meet the legal 
definition for compensation payable 
under the Riot Damages Act. 

A trial date has been set for 
May 1 2013 at the commercial court 
of the High Court.

THREE Enfield DVD firms are 
joining forces with Sony to mount a 
joint legal claim against the police 
after their stock was destroyed 
during last year’s riots. 

In one of the biggest legal battles 
over the disturbances that hit 
Enfield and other parts of the 
country in August 2011, Clear 
Vision, Lace International and 
Asphyxiation Films took the Met 
Police to the High Court last month. 

The firms are aiming to recover at 
least £1.5million in compensation 
after their stock was destroyed in 
the fire at the Sony Distribution 
Centre, in Solar Way, Enfield Lock. 

Under the Riot (Damages) Act 
1886, police authorities are liable 
for damages caused to property 
during riots. 

To claim under the act, there must 
be evidence of more than 12 people 
being “riotously and tumultuously 
assembled”. 

Police have rejected claims by 
companies that kept stock in the 
warehouse. They argue the fire was 
a result of organised crime. 

The DVD firms had previously 
launched a claim on their own. 
However, at a High Court hearing

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Students moved to tears by horror

Reporter Koos Couvee joins 
a group of schools on an 
eye-opening trip to Poland 


STUDENTS from Enfield were given the 
opportunity to reflect on the Holocaust’s worst 
excesses during a trip to Auschwitz, where more 
than one million people met their death at the 
hands of the Nazis. 

On a Lessons From Auschwitz trip, organised 
by the Holocaust Educational Trust, pupils and 
teachers from all over north London, including 
Edmonton County School, Enfield County 
School, the Oasis Academy Hadley and 
Enfield Grammar School, flew to Poland to visit 
the site of one of the worst genocides the world 
has ever seen. 

I had the opportunity to join them. 

The Nazis established their largest and most 
infamous extermination camp, Auschwitz- 
Birkenau, during World War II in 1940 at an 
army barracks near the town of Oswiecim, 
around 60 kilometres from Krakow in the south 
of the country. 

The camp, which had excellent railway 
connections due to the heavy industry in the 
surrounding area, was initially established to 
hold Polish prisoners following the Nazi 
invasion in 1939. 

It was later used to house Soviet prisoners of 
war, homosexuals and Roma gypsies, and by 
1942 it had become the largest extermination 
camp for Jewish people, with those who had been 
deported coming from all over Europe. 

It is estimated that between 1.1 and 1.5million 
people were killed at Auschwitz, 90 per cent of 
them Jewish. 

The first port of call on the trip is the Jewish 


cemetery in Oswiecim, a town whose population 
was 60 per cent Jewish before the Nazi invasion. 

Our guide, history teacher Jeremy Quatermain, 
from Norwich, Norfolk, tells a group of students 
that the last Jewish person left in the town, the 
reclusive Shimshom Klueger, died in 2000 and is 
buried there. 

Fresh paint on the walls of the cemetery 
reminds us that anti-Semitism has not 
disappeared - swastikas sprayed on to the walls 
by neo-Nazis have been covered over. 

Mr Quatermain tells the pupils of the roles of 
victims, bystanders and perpetrators during the 
Holocaust and asks who, apart from the Nazis, 
bears responsibility for the genocide. 


He reminds the students that many Europeans 
benefited from the disappearance of the Jewish 
population - their businesses, homes and other 
possessions often simply changing hands. 

He also points to what philosopher Hannah 
Arendt called “the banality of evil” - the idea 
that genocide is not necessarily carried out by 
psychopaths, but rather the result of an 
acceptance of Nazi ideology by ordinary people. 

Camp commander Rudolf Hoess, for instance, 
lived at Auschwitz in a villa with his wife and 
five children and was said to be a loving family 
man, while at the same time developing an 
increasingly efficient killing centre. 

Following the Nuremberg Trials, Hoess was 


hanged in 1947. Visiting the main camp, I was 
struck by the systemic nature of this genocide 
and the efficiency with which the Nazis carried 
out their “project”. 

Not only did they ruthlessly exploit the labour 
of those they did not kill immediately, but they 
also looted the belongings the prisoners brought 
with them, ripped out gold teeth from victims of 
the gas chambers and shaved off their hair for 
textile production. 

A huge pile of this hair is on display in the 
camp, a sight that brings some pupils to tears. 

Aicha Konde, 17, a Year 13 student at Enfield 
County School, in Holly Walk, Enfield, said: 
“The one day that I thought I would be able to

articulate my thoughts, feelings and emotions, I 
was lost for words. What I’ve seen today made 
my stomach turn and left me speechless.” 

Our final destination before flying back to 
London is Auschwitz II, also known as Birkenau, 
located just two miles away from the main camp. 

Birkenau was designated by SS leader 
Heinrich Himmler as the place of the “final 
solution of the Jewish question in Europe” - the 
main site where trains delivered people to the 
gas chambers from all over German-occupied 
Europe between 1942 and 1944. 

The day is brought to an end by a candle 
lighting ceremony on the Birkenau railway 
track. Students listen quietly in the freezing 


cold as poems by survivors are read out. 

Themis Loizou, 17, from Winchmore School, 
in Laburnum Grove, Winchmore Hill, said: “I 
found the camps very surreal, as if there was no 
life, no birds and no breeze. It was highly 
emotional and distressing, but it gave me hope 
as it shows that as a generation we are learning 
from the past and are hopefully preventing 
history from repeating itself.” 

The Holocaust Educational Trust, established 
in 1988 to educate young people about the 
Holocaust, is active in schools, universities and 
communities and provides teacher training, an 
outreach programme and educational materials.

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Fraudster jailed for two years

A FRAUDSTER who claimed more 
than £92,000 in benefits by 
pretending to be British has been 
jailed for two years. 

Viorica Spirache, 44, of Rays 
Road, Edmonton, had been refused 
leave to remain in the UK, but she 
continued to claim tax credits, 
income support and housing and 
council tax - benefits to which only 
British nationals are entitled 

Following investigations by HM 
Revenue & Customs and the 


Department for Work and Pensions, 
it was discovered that Spirache had 
claimed £35,117 of tax credits and 
income support and housing and 
council tax benefits totalling 
£57,270 between September 2004 
and February this year. 

Spirache pleaded guilty to tax 
credits and benefit fraud and was 
sentenced to two years in prison 
when she appeared at Wood Green 
Crown Court last Wednesday 

HMRC spokesman Bob Gaiger 
said: “People who commit tax 
credits fraud should be warned - we 


will not tolerate attacks on a system 
designed to support those in most 
need of financial help. 

“Working alongside the DWP we 
will seek to identify people who 
commit this type of crime and bring 
them before the courts.”

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John, 80, honoured after 20 
years* service to Red Cross

A GRANDFATHER who has given 
20 years of his life to the British Red 
Cross has seen his tireless service 
rewarded with one of the charity’s 
highest honours. 

John Hill, 80, of Harper Close, 
Southgate, was awarded the Badge 
Of Honour for his devoted service 
after spending the past two decades 
teaching volunteers and members of 
the public how to save lives. 

The retired sales executive began 
his career working as a biochemist 
for the Medical Research Council 
before retraining 20 years ago so he 
could teach life-saving techniques to 
Red Cross volunteers. 

Mr Hill, a grandfather of seven, is 
a passionate believer in members of 
the public having the ability to save 
a life. 

“The secret behind all of my 
Red Cross work is a desire that 
people should not die for lack of 
knowledge,” he told the Advertiser. 

“The most important thing is to 
do something rather than nothing.” 

In his 20 years with the charity, Mr 
Hill has saved countless lives and 
revealed that once on a flight to 
Budapest, Hungary, he had to step in 
to help a woman who needed urgent 
medical attention. 

By taking care of her while the 
plane was diverted and landed in 
Prague, the capital of the Czech 
Republic, he made sure the woman 
was kept alive until medical teams 
arrived on the scene. 


“It’s so quick and easy to save a 
life,” he said. “You must simply 
remember three things that you 
have to do - preserve life, prevent 
worsening and promote recovery.” 

Speaking after being awarded the 
honour at a ceremony at the Shell 
Centre, in London, Mr Hill admitted 


that his mind was a blank when they 
read out his name. 

“From the moment I stepped up 
on the stage I could not tell you 
what happened next,” the tireless 
volunteer added. 

His award also brought him to the 
attention of his MP David Burrowes, 


who commended Mr Hill’s dedica¬ 
tion over the past 20 years. 

The Enfield Southgate MP said: 
“John has helped ensure many 
young people have the basic 
knowledge to save a life, and his 
contribution to the community has 
been invaluable.”

Chase Farm clinic 
hails stalking law

STAFF at a national centre in 
Enfield have welcomed new 
legislation which came into force 
on Sunday making stalking a 
specific criminal offence, 

The change in the law comes after 
a pledge by Prime Minister David 
Cameron on International Women’s 
Day in March. 

It means stalking is a separate 
crime under the Protection of 
Freedoms Act 2012. 

Previously, stalkers were 
convicted under harassment laws. 

The introduction of the act raises 
the profile of the National Stalking 
Clinic, based at Chase Farm 


Hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
the only one of its type in the world. 

The clinic is part of the Barnet, 
Enfield and Haringey NHS Mental 
Health Trust and acts as a specialist 
service for the assessment and treat¬ 
ment of stalkers and their victims. 

Frank Farnham, consultant 
forensic psychiatrist and one of the 
founders of the NSC, said: “My 
colleagues and I at the National 
Stalking Clinic welcome the 
introduction of this new legislation 
as it will give stalking victims 
more confidence in the criminal 
justice system. 

“Some 120,000 victims, mostly 
women, are stalked each year and 
just 53,000 are recorded as crimes 


by the police. We also require more 
training about stalking for police and 
prosecutors before convictions are 
obtained and for probation officers 
and offender managers after convic¬ 
tion about what interventions are 
most likely to prevent reoffending.” 

The NSC is an initiative of the 
North London Forensic Service, 
which assesses stalkers referred by 
other agencies, including the 
courts, police, probation service 
and the NHS. 

The clinic provides preparation of 
assessment reports, provision of 
treatment programmes for stalkers, 
guidance on managing cases and 
the assessment and treatment of 
stalking victims. 


Inspector Mark Rochester, of 
Enfield Police, Christine Hamilton, 
the council’s cabinet member for 
community well-being and public 
health, and Ben Jamal, chief 
executive of the Essex-based 
Domestic Violence Intervention 
Project. 

A march with the slogan Walk A 
Mile In Her Shoes is taking place 
on December 5 to demonstrate 
opposition to domestic violence 
and the council is holding 
workshops at the civic centre on 
December 3 and 7 to help plan 
Enfield’s contribution to the One 
Billion Rising Campaign, aimed 
at raising awareness of the issue 
on Valentine’s Day. 

Mrs Hamilton said: “We are 
determined to eradicate domestic 
violence and bring those 
responsible to justice. 

“There is no place for violence, 
intimidation or abuse in a so- 
called loving and nurturing 
relationship, and we are working 
hard to make sure that the people 
suffering from this terrible crime 
can access the support they need 
and feel confident in reporting 
their terrible experiences.” 

White Ribbon Day, which was 
held last Sunday, is also known as 
the UN International Day for the 
Elimination of Violence against 
Women. To participate in Walk A

Fresh and funny look at tired romantic genre 


TWO sparkling performances by 
Rafe Spall and Sally Hawkins 
are a couple of the many fine 
things about Nick Payne’s new 
play Constellations. 

After transferring from the 
Royal Court to the Duke Of 
York this month, Constellations 
is a fresh look at the tired old 
romance genre. 

Payne’s script sees two lovers 
meet at a barbecue over and 
over again - and there are tiny 
differences with each meeting, 
revealing the possibilities offered 
in many parallel universes. 


In one version the couple part 
and never see one another 
again, in another they form a 
relationship before that finally 
ends too - all the outcomes 
existing simultaneously. 
Constellations is a short play 
and the endlessly repeating 
scenes might have lost the 
audience along the way had the 
running time been any longer. 
Exploring the concept of time 
forking at every decision we

Leading ladies are redeeming feature of People 


ALAN Bennett’s latest play 
takes a pop at the National 
Trust for packaging up historical 
homes and serving them up on 
a platter to the public. 

People started enjoyably 
enough, Bennett’s witty dialogue 
and sparkling characters 
getting things set up nicely. 
Dorothy Stacpoole is in a 
quandary over what to do with 
her crumbling country pile. 
Should she sell up to the 


National Trust, allowing them to 
renovate the old place but 
allowing countless members of 
the public to traipse through? 
She is also offered the chance 
to have the whole place bought 
up by a shadowy organisation 
which says it will pick the 
house up, brick by brick, and 
transport it from its Yorkshire 
home to Wiltshire. 

During the second half the

Although Bennett seemed to 
have a lot of criticism for the 
National Trust he never offered 
up any suggestions for what 
can be done for stately homes 
that have seen better days. 

His only solution appeared to 


be to let them decay. 

Three peppy performances by 
Frances De La Tour, Linda 
Bassett and Selina Cadell, the 
ladies arguing over the best 
course of action for the 
Stacpoole home, were far and 
away the best things about this 
play. Not Bennett’s finest.

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I F YOU want a guaranteed white 
Christmas, there are few better ways 
of getting into the yuletide spirit than 
skiing down a snowy mountain.

But as I arrive at the foot of the Snow 
Centre’s artificial slopes, I start to see the 
attraction. 


I am taking part in a group beginners’ 
session, and with the chances of brain 
damage fairly low at this point, my first 
fear is being the worst skier in the group. 

I don’t mind being bad at something, 
but I hate being the worst. 


Thankfully our instructor Richard - a 
friendly PE teacher type with a sergeant- 
major’s moustache that I hope wasn’t just 
for Movember - is patient and helpful, 
and as it turned out I’m not all that bad. 

Even better, another member of the 
group is absolutely rubbish - she can 
barely stay upright for 
more than 30 seconds - 
and so my relatively minor 
mistakes go unridiculed. 

After the moment of 
quiet relief that follows the 
realisation that I wasn’t 
completely terrible at 
something, I start to have 
fun. A lot of fun. 

As I glide/shuffle down 
the slope I might look as 
mobile as a snowman, 
but I feel like Eddie the 
Eagle. 

My bends may resemble 
a lorry doing a six-point 
turn in a cul-de-sac, but 
in my head I’m James 
Bond in those films where 
he skis well. This may be 


the kiddie slope, but I feel like a man. 

Skiing is fun, and everyone should try 
it, ligaments be damned.

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How to make a 
traditional Dutch 
Christmas stol 


A KERSTSTOL is a luxury bread that in 
The Netherlands is traditionally eaten at 
Christmas time. It is rich, sweet, studded 
with candied fruit peel and raisins and 
sprinkled with powdered white sugar. In 
the middle is a ribbon of creamy almond 
paste, which Dutch people refer to as 
‘stol.’ If the almond paste is missing, it’s 
just Christmas bread. 

Ingredients: 

1/2 cup of golden raisins 

1/2 cup of candied peel (orange or lemon) 

1/4 cup of orange juice 

1/4 cup of hot milk 

1/4 cup of sugar 

1/2 teaspoon of salt 

250 grams of butter, melted 

Two teaspoons of active dry yeast 

1/4 cup of hot water (not boiling) 

Two-and-a-half cups of flour (bread flour 

- or all-purpose to make it lighter) 

One egg 

1/2 teaspoon of lemon zest 
1/8 teaspoon of cardamom 
1/8 teaspoon of ginger powder 
1/8 teaspoon of cinnamon 

For the almond filling: 

Small can of almond paste 

Two tablespoons of butter, melted 

Two tablespoons of powdered sugar 

Method: 

Combine the raisins and candied fruit 
and soak in the orange juice. Set aside. 
Mix the milk, the sugar, salt and the 
butter and set aside. 

Sprinkle yeast into the warm water and 
stir to dissolve. 

Take a large bowl and add two cups of 
flour. Make a well in the centre and pour 
in the yeast, and mix it in. Add the milk 
mix, stir again and add the lemon zest 
and the egg. Stir or beat until fully 
mixed, then knead on a lightly floured 
counter for five or six minutes. 

Drain the soaking raisins and candied 
peel and quickly squeeze them dry, then 
fold them into the dough. Add the spices. 
Knead the dough until the raisins, spices 
and candied peel are well distributed. 
Grease a bowl, place the dough inside, 
cover and leave for an hour until risen. 
Gently deflate the dough and pat into 
an oval shape. Place the dough on a 
floured surface with the short end towards 
you and make an indentation along the 
length of the dough, right in the middle. 
Now roll the almond paste into a tight 
roll almost the length of the dough. 

Lay the almond roll in the indentation 
and lift the left side of the dough over it. 
Make sure the dough doesn’t meet the 
bottom half all the way: a significant 
shape of the stol is the bottom ‘pouting 
lip’ of the bread. 

Rest the dough on a lightly greased 
baking sheet, cover and let it proof for 
about 30 minutes. 

The bake for 40 minutes on the middle 
rack of your oven for 40 minutes at 180 
degrees Celsius. 

Reduce the heat to a 160 degrees. 

Brush the outside of the bread with 
butter and bake for another five minutes, 
do the same after another five minutes. 

If the bread is browning too fast, cover 
it with some aluminium foil. 

Take the bread out of the oven and cool. 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar and slice.

Ideal with custard or ice cream, 
this sweet dessert would make a 
decent change to Christmas pud.

R eligious rm not, but i am 
a born-again motorist - in a 
good way, 1 might add. 

The combination of wanting to 
better previous fuel consumption 
figures and the need to be extremely 
well behaved means that rather than 
dashing around as quickly as legally 
possible, I’ve been cruising, pootling 
and maintaining a mood of steadiness 
over the past 1,000 miles or so. 

That may sound like a recipe for 
middle-lane snoozing, but I’ve been 
been arriving at my destinations far 
less stressed than before and often 
only a few minutes later than if I’d 
been trying a lot harder. 

Although this A1 wears the Sport 
tag that delivers stiffer suspension as 
well as bigger wheels, it’s been more 
than happy to play along. 

The S tronic gearbox gives a lovely 
tall seventh gear, and although a 


motorway incline tackled with just a 
sniff of throttle usually means a single 
downshift, for the most part it will 
hum along with around 2,000rpm on 
the rev counter at the legal limit. 

If there’s one further wish to be 
granted, it is for cruise control - but 
frankly that was an omission from 
the options list on my part rather 
than a fault of the car. 

I’ve also been trying hard to keep 
the cabin de-cluttered, the only 
problem being it is rather good at 
swallowing it in the first place. 

The front cupholders are almost 
always occupied, swiftly followed by 
the one in the driver’s door. Even 
with a cup in there you can stuff 
crisp packets and parking tickets in 
the space behind it, and the packet 
of biscuits kept for use in an emer¬ 
gency has stayed untouched in the 
armrest cubby for several months. 

Anything A4-shaped is an arm’s 
length away in the pocket on the

back of the passenger seat, and the 
space underneath the boot floor has 
housed wellies and an umbrella 
without a problem. 

I also like the look. Armchair 
experts have predicted the end of 
white as a fashionable colour for 
cars, but this A1 turns heads and 
makes me look back wistfully at it as 
I lock and walk away. 

I’ve been extra good and treated it 
to a wash and proper spruce-up at 
the hands of someone who knows 
what they’re doing. It positively 
zings when it is immaculately clean 
- and behaving myself on the road 
means it stays clean for longer too. 

It looks a little plainer than a three- 
door A1 with a bodykit installed, but 
sits nicely in the space between 
discreet and posh. A sporty coupe 
version would look the business. 

This smallest Audi is tough as well. 
The parcel shelf attachments, often 
the first thing to fall off with heavy 


use, remain stubbornly in place, 
doing their job. All the buttons and 
switches go on operating with slick¬ 
ness and a robust feeling and the 
seats and their fabric trim shrug off 
numerous stains. It might not look 
like a family car, but it’s fit for the job. 

When I occasionally allow myself a 
bit of fun on a deserted road, it dives 
into bends with aplomb. It’s also a 
pleasure to give the gearshift 
paddles a workout and the sports 
suspension comes into its own. 

My time is almost up for the A1 and 
although it’s a month away from 
riding off into the sunset, I’m already 
starting to miss it. There will be a 
replacement, but I can’t help thinking 
I’ll be wishing the A1 was still here.

DEFOE SHINES IN 
CRUCIAL VICTORY

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR will hope 
to build on their crucial victory over 
West Ham United when they welcome 
Liverpool to White Hart Lane tonight. 

Spurs produced one of their best per¬ 
formances of the season to secure a 3-1 
win at home to West Ham on Sunday 
which enabled them to climb above 
their London rivals into seventh place 
in the Premier League table. 

Although Tottenham dominated 
from the start, they had to wait until 
just before the interval to finally take 
the lead through a stunning Jermain 
Defoe strike. 

Gareth Bale added the second, before 
Defoe sealed the victory with his tenth 
goal of the season - meaning that Andy 
Carroll’s late effort was scant consola¬ 
tion for the visitors. 

“The first goal from Jermain was a 
moment of inspiration,” said head coach 
Andre Villas-Boas. “It was absolutely 
fantastic. It’s what we need at times, for 
an individual to step up, and Jermain 
did that. He is a great player in a great 
moment of form. 

“The performance was outstanding, 
just what we needed, but that first goal 
was absolutely decisive in unlocking 
the game. 

“We’ve been unfortunate in a couple 
of results recently, we’ve deserved 
better, and it was important for us to get 
back to winning ways. It was an impor¬ 
tant day for us and good preparation for 
the Liverpool game.” 

Sunday’s match also saw an excellent 
display from Clint Dempsey, who has 
struggled to make much of an impact at 
White Hart Lane since joining Spurs 
from Pulham on transfer deadline day. 

The American international has 
failed to reproduce the form which 
made him such a success at Craven 
Cottage, but he believes that he is 
finally starting to settle in to the more 
central role which he is being asked to 
fill at Tottenham. 


“I’ve been frustrated with not really 
getting on the ball, getting into the 
game and impacting games,” he said. 
“It was good to play a part in two of the 
goals and I was a little bit unlucky not 
to get one myself, hitting the bar. 

“It was a game I enjoyed because I 
am a player that needs to get on the 


ball. I’m better getting it on the half¬ 
turn and then facing my opponents, 
rather than always playing with my 
back to goal. 

“I’m traditionally used to playing in a 
4-4-2 system when I’m on the left, but 
I’m not really an out-and-out winger. I 
am someone who comes inside and I’m 


more like an attacking inside-left player.” 

Dempsey added: “Being more central 
is good because you’re in a position 
where you see more of the ball, but it’s 
about getting on the ball and making 
the movements that’s going to allow 
you to do that. I’m starting to do a bet¬ 
ter job in that respect. 


“It’s just about learning to play with 
this team. Every team is different, and 
there’s a period of adjustment. 

“I did not have a pre-season with 
them, or anybody, so I’m trying to 
play catch-up a little bit and trying to 
adjust to this team and the style that 
they play.” 


Dawson ignoring speculation linking him with a move away from Tottenham 


MICHAEL DAWSON insists that he is 
ignoring speculation linking him with a move 
away from Tottenham Hotspur in the January 
transfer window. 

The central defender came close to joining 
Queens Park Rangers during the summer, 
and has been a peripheral figure at White 
Hart Lane so far this season - finally making 
his first league start of the campaign during 


Sunday’s 3-1 victory against West Ham United. 

And, with former Spurs boss Harry 
Redknapp having now taken charge at QPR, 
there are reports that he will make a move for 
Dawson once the transfer window opens. 

However, the England international insists 
that he is not concerned by this and is simply 
concentrating on trying to secure a regular 
place in the Tottenham team. 


“I’m at Tottenham, I’m playing my football 
and I played on Sunday,” he said. “I love 
playing football and I want to be playing. 
There’s no hiding that, and it’s hard when 
you’re not. 

“Every player wants to play, not just me, 
and of course it’s frustrating. But I’m 
someone who keeps my head down, works 
hard and when you’re called upon you’ve got 


to go out there and perform - and I thought 
all 11 players performed well. 

“It’s a great feeling and great to get three 
points because these fans went through a hard 
week after losing the way we did against 
Arsenal, and it hurt the boys. 

“We’re back to winning ways in the Premier 
League, which we needed because we haven’t 
been having the best of runs in recent weeks.”
